the bill. Senator Dickinson gave it for 
he arose with an amendment that that 
pant of the bill making it a misdemea- 
nor to infringe the rights of cc-lored 
men be stricken out and in Its place It 
be declared that damages ranging from 
$50 to $250 be permissible, to be recov- 
ered in a court of law. 


As the colored people already have 


the constitutional right to sue If their 
citizenship is trampled on, the effect of 
the amendment would be to leave them 
jus,t as they are now and they wildly 
gesticulated their disapproval to Sena- 
tor Dickinson's plan. 


Senator Wlthington took the floor and 


said that if the bill was not a good one 
it should be defeated fairly and square- 
ly." He objected to transferring 
the 


matter from criminal to civil Jurisdic- 
tion. 
Senator Stratton remarked that If the 
amendment prevailed the colored peo- 
ple would get no relief. Furthermore, 
how could the amount of their dam- 
ages be estimated. 


Senator 
Simpson 
followed In Mk« 


strain. He said that the colored peo- 
ple have rights that are trodden down 
nowadays. 
He was opposed to the 


amemdment because It liquidated the 
damages and he also declared hlmeelf 
for the bill as It stood. 


Senator Sewall did not mlnca his 


words when he spoke. He declaimed 
against the bill because rt could be re- 
sorted to for purposes of blackmail and 
he declared thet It save to the colored 
race powers and privileges not enjoyed 
by white people. 


Senator Dickinson closed the debate 


with a forcible speech which he start- 
ed by withdrawing that part of his 
amendment which limited the damages 
to $250. He took up Sewall'8 Idee that 
the bill would be used by blackmailers 
and he said tha/t ithere were many col- 
ored people who would not fail to take 
advantage of it to that way. 


A vote was then taken and Dickin- 


son's amendment, whioh virtually de- 
feats the objects of the bill, was car- 
ried by a vote of 19 bo IB. This Js the 
way the Senators lined up.

That settled the matter so far as 
Winkler was concerned, because he 
knew that Boogar was over 60 years of 
age.

Page Gaston In the January Woman's 
Home Companion. "They use a basis 
of either corn or wheat, .wnich is often 
boiled in advance to make it more ten- 
der, and is then ground on much the 
'same primitive style oC stone hand- 
mill as that used In Old Mexico. After 
the maize or wheat has 
been 
once 


ground through the hand-mill it 
is 


passed through the same operation at 
least once more, to make it Htill finer, 
and it is mixed into a very thin batter 
in an 
olla, or decorated water Jar, 


fashioned from clay, flreu and painted 
by the women pottery-makers of the 
tribe, who are wonderfully adept in the 
potter's art and that of decoration in 
striking and yet tatsteful design. 


"If the flour prepared for the baking 
be of wheat the bread will be of a blu- 
ish tint, and if of corn, whiter. While 
the preparation has been made above 
the wood-red flame burning In the fire- 
place of the stone or concrete house, 
there has been slowly heating a Blab of 
stone, the upper surface of which is 
smooth and oily by long use In making 
haiwe. Kneeling before the hot Btone 
when all is ready, the Indian woman 
dips her hand into the Jar of batter at 
her side, and then swiftly aweeps thai: 
dripping member over the face of thrs 
tablet, leaving a broad veneer of liquid 
ddng-h, 
which thoroughly bakes In a 
few seconds. Catching- the thin edge of 
.the sheet of. bread by the fingers of the 
othCB hand, she then peels it almost 
off the smooth stone by ooe dextrous 
jerk, leaving one edge still attached. 
.Giving another sweep of her now fresh- 
ly battered palm, she Joins the two »ep-

mill aa that used in Old Mexico. After 
the maize or wheat has been 
once 
ground through the hand-mill it- is 
passed through the same operation. at 
least once more, to make it still finer, 
and It is mixed into a very thin batter 
in an olla, 
or decorated water Jar. 
fashioned from clay, fired and painted 
by the women pottery-makers, of the 
tribe, who are wonderfully adept in! the 
potter's art and that of decoration in 
striking and yet tatsteful design. 


"If the flour prepared- for the baking; 
be of wheat the bread will-be of a blu- 
ish tint, and if of corn, whiter. While 
the preparation has been, made above 
the wood-red flame burning in the firer 
place'of the stone or concrete, hoiue, 
there has been slowly heating a slab of 
stone, the upper surface of which is 
smooth and oily by long.u»e-ln makins;

The Coming National Brent. 


One week from tomorrow there will, 


be "a change of National Administra- 
tion. The present Congress will give 
place to a new one. One political party 
will step out of power, and another will 
enter 
with 
a four years' term. All 


these changes will occur without vio- 
lence or disorder. The ruler ol seventy 
millions of people retires to private life. 
His 
successor 
may retire four years 


hence-or he may be reflected for anoth- 
er term. 


There is little which, this Congress 


can do in one week that is left. It will 
r>ass the appropriation bills greatly re- 
duced from the original estimates. It 
has not been fruitful of any measures 
lor the relief of the country. Nor was 
this expected. The pending Presidential 
election 
overshadowed 
the country. 


Very little was expected until there 
had been a change of Administration. 


It is settled that the new Congress 


will be called in extra session a few 
days 
after the inauguration. It will 


deal tvkh the one question of the tariff 
to the exclusion, for a time, of all other 
questions. T3ie 
questions of finance 


will wait for the settlement o£ the tariff. 
The Committee of Ways and Means of 
the present House has been working 
for the next Congress rather than the 
present 
one. If any thing has been 


settled H is that from forty to fifty 
millions more of revenue must be pro- 
vided for the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. Tiie tariff will be adJuKted to 
meet that requirement. 


The inaugural message will give the 


key 
note of the new Administration. 


The President having been nominated 
and chosen because more than any oth- 
er public man he was the champion of 
protection, he will not be less a cham- 
pion acter his Installation. His Cabi- 
net has been selected so that every 
member \s in harmony with his views. 


Since the Civil War there never has 


been such an opportunity to serve the 
country as will be presented to the in- 
coming Administration. Great things 
are expected of it. Should there be a 
return of srtat business prosperity that 
ttvent will be associated with the politi- 
cal change that is afc-out to oocxir. It is 
not in the power of any party to create 
any sudden change in the business in- 
terests of the country. Such a change 
can only b° gradual.. 


The most prosperous years which the 


country has ever experienced were when 
there was the largest measure of pro- 
tection. A return to that system is-the 
promise of the Republican Administra- 
tion. The 
financial adjustment will 


fall 
into line with the cardinal doc- 


trine 
of 
protection. The two great 


questions will be settled as soon as pos- 
sible after the fourth of March. That 
is the greater national significance of 
inaugural day.

than 10,000, the revenue 
amounted to $3,000,000 a year, and the 
mail 
routes covered 
113,000 
miles. 
In I860, there w«?re 28,000 postofHces, 
and the mall routes extended over 240.- 
000 
miles 
of railway. In 1836, there 
were 70,3fiO poetoffices, yielding a reve- 
nue 
of 
182,500,000 a year, the mail 
routes 
covered 463,313 miles, not in- 
cluding- letter carriers' routes In cities. 
"Letters are dropped into mail bdxea 
at the rate of 20,000 a minute. 
"There are four classes of post offices. 
The first, second and third are called 
presidential offices, because the post-

The only jumping record was 
made by E.. C. Ewery and the oitly 
weight-throwing record was tihat made 
art discus throwing by Richard Sheldon. 
Taken -altogether, the season of 1896 was 
an active one throughout all sections of 
the country.

A COLLEGE COMPACT. 


17. C. and Stanford Agree Upon the 


Hales for Contests. 


Saturday magiat representatives of the 


*wo universities met at the University 
Oluo in Ban IFrancisco and arranged a set 
of rules to govern, the athletic contests 
bethyeen the colleges tor 'the ensuing year. 
Stanford was represented .by C. M. Flck- 
•ert, chairman of'the meeting, D. E. Brown 
ajid T. Williams. T.he Berkeley commit- 
tee -consisted of Professor .George C. -Ed- 
wards, George F. CRein'hardt, secretary, 
and E. J. 'Brown. The matter of taiboo- 
ing Eastern coaches came, before the com- 
mittees, hut they left it in the way they 
found it. 


The compact, as adopted, •will 5>e pre- 


sented to -the executive committees of each 
•university for ratification. Three special 
amendments to tihe football agreement 
iwere made. First, special or limited stu- 
dents not carrying: at 'least • tem .hours' 
work and not haying to their credit ten 
hours' work shall be allow-ed to -compete 
Jn intereodleglate football; second, •'ex- 
char.g-ed lists of contestants in intercol- 
legiate football -shall .not exceed sixty 
names; third, an annual contest In foot- 
ball shall -be held between the freshmen of 
the I/eland Stanford' Jr. .University and 
th-e freshmen of the University of Cali- 
fornia..

At the afternoon session of the Board 


of Supervisors yesterday, considerable 
business was transacted. 


Henry P. Dalton, County Assessor, 


requested the Board to take steps to 
insure the .greatest publicity possible 
to the tax-payers in regard to the 
personal property and road-tax pay- 
ment. 


A resolution was introduced ordering 


the printing of the proclamation in re- 
gard to personal property and poll tax- 
es in all editions of the three Oakland 
d&Uy papers at regular rates, the week- 
ly ipepers at 115 for the entire publi- 
cation, the Alameda papersat $25fortb<5 
entire publication, from the first Mon- 
day in March to the first Monday in 
July. 


Chairman Talcott objected to the 


Alamefla papers being cut off with $20 
when the Alameda Argus had & larger 
circulation in .-the Encinal city than 
any Oakland paper. 


Supervisor Church offered to amend 
the resolution granting the- Alameda 
Argus ?50 for the entire publication. 
Chairman Tjilcott asked what was paid 
to the daily papers In past years for 
the publication. 
Supervisor Church then amended bis 
amendment granting $50 to both Ala- 
meda papers. 
Supervisors W'ells and Talcott oppos- 
ed the amendment which was carried 
however. 
The vote on the original resolution as 
amended resulted as follows: 


. Ayes—Church. 
Noes—Wells, Mitchell, Roeth, Tal- 
cott. 


COMMITTEE OP THE WHOLE. 
At Supervisor Talcott's suggestion, 


the Board considered the matter as a 
committee of the whole. 


On the re-assemblage of the Board 
the same resolution was reconsidered. 
It was decided to order the publication 
made in the three Oakland papers at 
a price not to exceed-$300 each, in in- 
terior papers at $25 for the entire pub- 
lication and in the Alameda Argus and 
the Alameda Encinal for $75 and $50 
respectively. 
. 


This motion was carried by a unan- 
imous vote. 
:. 
George L. Nusbaumer, County Sur- 
veyor, made a report on the location 
ot -the reservoir for the County In- 
firmary. Piled. 


INFIRMARY FIRE PLANT. 


A resolution was introduced authoriz- 


ing the placing of an improved flre 
plant in the County Infirmary. At Sup- 
ervisor Taicott's request, the matter 
was referred'to the -committee of the 
whole. 


A resolution 'was adopted authoriz- 
ing Supervisor Talcott to purchase a 
road sprinkler. 


A resolution was also adopted author- 
izing Supervisor Talcott to purchase a 
road roller and grader out. of the gen- 
era! road fund as the Palomares Road 
District -was granted only 
$72 per 
month. 


Supervisor Mitchell introduced a res- 
olution, transferring $1500 from the gen- 
eral road fund to the Peralta Road 
Fund. 


Supervisor Eoeth objected to -the res- 
olution unless the Claremont Koad Dds- 
trict was given a similar motion. 
Supervisor Mitchell then withdrew 
his resolution and offered to have the 
amount divided ecrually between- the 
Claremont and.Peralta Road Districts, 
giving $350 to each district. 
County Expert Davis reported that 
for the year ending June 30, 1896, the 
county had received $16;03» from the 
liquor traffic. 
The Washington, r>. C., authorities 
requested to be informed of the amount 
derived. 


On the recommendation of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the deed of John Marl- 
in conveying to the Supervisors the 
right of way for a sewer to the County 
Infirmary was accepted and placed on 
file. 


A resolution was adopted making 
Pennington 
avenue from 
Redwood 
road to High street a public highway. 
The petition of Julius Viguier of 
Emeryville for the restoration of the 
amount paid for liquor license which 
he had O'btain-ed six'- weeks before 
Emeryville 
was incorporated 
was 
granted. Viguier stated that he had 
sold no liquor until after the town was 
incorporated. 
Judge Yule -was granted permission 
to address the Board on'the'making of 
a canal Ln the Black and Rose tvrxct at 
Pleasanton. The Supervisors decided 
to refer the matter to the Road and 
Bridge Committee to investigate. 
The Board adjourned to meet 'next 
Monday.

(The accident to the freight train licar 


HJivermore yesterday was' caused by a 
small. rock wedged between a crossing 
plank and a rail. 


On striking the rock the engine l«ft the 


rails, drags-inB .the train with It until a 
coupling pin broke, which separated the 
locomotive from the -cars. 


Engineer ifoade,. speaking about <tbe ac- 


cident,' said: "I was not going fast around 
tihe curves, as the track Is soft .from the 
recent rains. I .iiad my ihead out o£ the 
'Window, but as .the rock was oix the fire- 
man's sid'e did not notice it. Going over 
the crossing 1 felt a slight jar, but did not 
realize we were off the track until I felt 
the bumping. I closed tbo lever ami threw 
the air 'brake cock over, which helped stop 
the train to some extent. I saw that jump- 
ing meant certain death, so decided to 
stay in -tho cab and -trust to Providence. 
When. 'I felt -the engine toppling over I 
saw It could not eo far, so I .hung to the 
.window sill. -When s:he struck I 'felt the 
cab being carried aw-a-y, and wh«n things 
had settled down I craw ted -through' th« 
window and jumped to the ground wltn- 
out a scratch."
